SHIELDS’ HORSES APPEAR PROMISING. 



Toronto, Ont., April 17. — W. Sliiehls, Canadian 
by birtb, for tbe brat time in bis racing curoer, lias 
wintered his horses in Canada. Last fall be de- 
cided to try a Canadian winter and sent bis string 
to the Dyment farm at Barrie. The horses went 
Into winter quartern after a liard season's campaign 
rather raced oat, but they show the careful handling 
they have had and look at their best. Reidmoore, 
which was the bread-winner for the stable last sea- 
son. looks more like a two-.vear-old than a six-year- 
old. He has taken on a lot of weight, which will 
give bis trainer something to work on. 

Al Busi'h and Jim Parkinson, wliich did not do 
particularly well as two-year-olds last stimmer. have 
developed Into fine-looking three-year-olds, having 
grown and tilled out. This pair will lie llberall.v en- 
tered in the events for three-year-olds all through 
the Canadian circuit. Old Holscher. whicli went 
wrong last fall, has wintered wonderfully well and 
will be once more sent to the races. Since bringing 
the horses from Barrie to Toronto Mr. Shields has 
added three to his string in W. I. Hinch. Occidental 
and Al Herford. W. 1. Hinch is a fair sort of a 
selling plater and will be nsefnl in overnight ptu'ses. 
The liliy. Occidental, ran some good races as a 
two-year-old last season and should show improve- 
ment this year. This fill.v is one of the best-bred 
things that has ever come to Canada, being by 
Montana out of the mare Lisanne. Al Herford is a 
likely-looking two-.vear-old, lieing well set up. with 
plent.v of bone. He should be a weight-carrier from 
the way be is coupled and will take some beating. 
Al Herford is by Locobatcbee out of the man.- 
Cieogne. which ha.s dropped some great foals. 

William Shields will run a public stable this sea- 
son and will have some giSMl horses to train. He 
has now four horses for Robert Itavies under his 
care, including two platers, a two-year-old and the 
jumper. Capstan. The two-year-old is an cspis.-ially 
gooil-lnoking province-bred. The platers are both 
giKHl lookers anil showed some speed ns two-year- 
olds last fall. They are both by Ormo Shore. 

Several American owners have written asking Mr. 
Shields to take some of their horses so that he will 
uridiably have one of the largest strings at the 
track this year. Trueman, who had a bad fall last 
year which kept him from doing as good work in 
the saddle as he was capable of lioing. will ride for 
the stable.

contest or result, or with respi-ct to an.v tli>s given 
or iirognostii-ations made concerning the same.or who 
advertises or luiblishes an.v advice as to such lietting 
■Mills. iH- which is designed to facilitate noid selling. 
iNiokmaking or the making of bets or wagers u|m>u 
such, trial, contest or result, is guilty of a niis- 
demeanor.' ’’ 

"We direct the attention of the book imblishing 
trade to the provisions of tills measure. I’lider its 
terms the highly respectable head of a higiil.v re- 
spi‘ctable publishing bouse will Im‘ liable to prosi'- 
ciiliim and may Is' sent to a penitentiary or comity 
Jail for a year and tined $.‘>110 If he dares to juib- 
llah an acciaiut of an.v historic sporting event, sncli 
as a rai’e. a iirize fight or a .iuinping contest, and 
includes therein a record of the wagers made on the 
result. 

"The pnidication of memoirs containing references 
to famous lads will become a dangerous business. 

"Tbe elimination of many famous passages in a 
number of interesting historical narratives will be 
necessary If they are to lie sidil in tills state. 

"The intimate stories of tlie lives of certain of 
the most famous men in history niitst in' re-written 
if their piildisbers and venders are to escaiie the 
long arm of the law. 

"The virtue, wisilom and independence of our 
legislators continue to inspire tlic highest respect 
and tile warmest admiration. ’’
